’T o support capable ex-service 
men for public office. 
“To carry out the above stated 
purposes irrespective of political 
affiliation, race (sr creed.” 
68 Sign Up 
Sixty-eight service men have al­ 
ready Joined the association which 
promises to become a power in Ad­ 
am s county politics as its ro ste r1 
grows, officers pointed out. 
“There 
are more than 1,300 ex-service men, j 
Including civil war. Spanish-Am eri- 
can war and world war veterans, in 
Adams county," Mr. Tipton pointed 
out. "and such strength is already 
being considered by candidates for 
office this fall.” 
The by-laws, prepared by a com­ 
m ittee comprising Clyde L. Bream, 
secretary 
of 
the 
organization; 
Charles Kennel, William Allison and 
Eugene Topper, specify th a t officers 
shall be elected in April; th at meet­ 
ings shall be held once a m onth and 
th a t the dues shall be 25 cents a 
year. 
The veterans plan to form an aux­ 
iliary of wives, sisters, daughters and 
even sweethearts of former sendee 
m en to foster the principles of the 
organization. 
Another meeting is planned in the 
near future at which it is hoped that 
as many veterans as possible, irre­ 
spective of what war they fought in 
or in what branch of service, will 
attend. 
The association is taking no part 
in the coming primary, but will sup­ 
port any ex-service m an who be­ 
comes a candidate at the September 
15 prim ary, whether he is republican 
or democrat, a t the general election 
in November.

Politely lifted eyebrows and hearty 
chuckles in historical circles greeted 
published reports of a mysterious 
treasure hunt under way at Mont 
Alto, for “loot" left behind by Con­ 
federate soldiers 
retreating 
from 
Gettysburg 
Prof. William J. M artin of tho 
history departm ent. University of 
Pittsburgh, rem arked: 
“It »s very unlikely th at anything 
is buried at or noar Mont Alto.” 
The retreat from Gettysburg u n ­ 
der tho tactics of Gen. Robert E 
Lee, Doctor M artin said, was con­ 
ducted in the most orderlv fashion 
and it was not until the fleeing 
Confederate troops had crossed the 
Potomac that any supplies, and only 
those necessary to the army's suste­ 
nance. were seized. 
Discredits Legend 
Dr William E. Lingelbach, head 
of the history departm ent. Universi­ 
ty of Pennsylvania, also was In­ 
clined to discredit th* reports when 
questioned at Philadelphia 
“It is very unlikely the searchers 
will find any loot," he said. “As for 
gold—there was not much gold in 
those days. 
“About the only other m aterial 
th a t would survive the ravages of 
the years would be works of art and 
certainly Lee's soldiers would not 
have loaded themselves down with 
such material." 
Published reports had stated th at 
the treasure hunt was started in the 
belief that buried treasure had been 
left in the wake of the retreating 


army. Pennsylvania historians how­ 
ever. were extremely doubtful of the 
reports, pointing 
out 
th a t 
Lee’s 
strict discipline forbade pillaging or 
looting 
of 
enemy 
territory 
and 
pointing out, also th at w’hen Tee 
flung his ragged, starving legions 
northward in a last desperate trust 
even subordinate officers would not 
have allowed men entering or re­ 
treating from a decisive conflict to 
burden themselves with gold, silver. 
or valuables. 
Upheld by History 
The insistence of Lee that his 
men conduct themselves in exem­ 
plary m anner during the northern 
Invasion is upheld 
by 
historians. 
Although his ragged arm y was bad­ 
ly in need of food and clothing.Oa- 
malie Bradford. Jr.. in his "Lee. the 
American.” writes: 
“The strictness of his orders in 
regard to pillage during nis inva­ 
sions of the North is well known; 
but they were not only strict in 
form, they were carried out in fact 
. . . . violation of these orders p ro ­ 
voked Lee’s w rath more than any­ 
thing except brutality and when he 
himself detected one moldier in theft 
he ordered him shot immediately."

Since 
a small boy he has been engaged in 
the printing business. 
He was an 
apprentice before the Civil war and 
after the war he went to work in the 
American Sentinel, a weekly news­ 
paper and job printing plant, where 
he served in various capacities. In 
1909 he went into the job printing 
business and in 1911 when George K. 
Mather started the Times Printing 
company, weekly newspaper and job 
printing plant, he became one of the 
editors and one of the original di­ 
rectors. 
He served this paper until 
three weeks before his death.

Awarded Medal 
About two years ago he 
was 
awarded a medal for the goldest 
newspaper man in the United States 
by the Editors’ association o f’ the 
United States. 
He served in Burns’ Post during 
the Civil war and was one of the 
two surviving members of the G. A. 
R. in this county. He was the last 
charter member of the Westminster 
fire company, and had served as 
tyler for 30 years in Door to Virtue 
lodge, No. 46, A. P. and A. M.

and for many years was a member 
of

He was the oldest living member 
of St. Pauls church, this city.

Addition of carbon to iron lowers 
the “A-3” point for metal that is 
cooling. Nickel lowers it still more, 
and other elements have still dif- 


niay be kept in the face-centered 
form and a tougher product turned 
out, for which reason nickel is in­ 
cluded in the steel for most auto­ 
mobile springs. 
Before the full influence of these 
other elements in steel can be de­ 
termined their effect on the “A-3” 
point must be known. 
This is the objective of the X-ray 
examinations. Dr. Wheeler P. Da- 
vey. professor of physical chemistry, 
and Dr. Oscar L. Roberts recently 
demonstrated that the pure iron 
“A-3" point is fixed at a definite 
temperature.

Quantnll's men have held their last reunion. The fiercest and most 
feared gang of border raiders the Civil War produced is now repre­ 
sented by only four survivors, and these are too feeble to keep up their 
annual gatherings. This band of Missouri guerrillas that for years 
kept Eastern Kansas in terror and that sacked the town of Lawrence 
In 1863 will do no more harm. 
The Quantrill raiders would have been pretty well forgotten by now, 
except th at some of them formed later Hie nucleus of the Jam es- 
Younger band q { bank and train robbers. The excuse of their friends 
was that because of the irregularity and cruelty of their warfare they 
were unable to surrender safely as did other Confederate soldiers and 
thus they were driven to a continuance of outlawry. 
Frank James, in fact, sponsored the first Quantrill reunion in 1898, 
The reminiscences of these yearly meetings, if they had been recorded, 
doubtless would have made a colorful but often blood-curdling chapter 
of American history. 
Now the last roll has been called, and Q lantrill’s men have dis­ 
appeared into the shadows. They gave violence to an age that de­ 
manded violence, yet most of them lived to prove that they loved peace 
more than war, sobriety and honesty more tlian crime.

GERMAN PRICES 
GO MUCH LOWER 


Avalanche Of Selling Greets 
Opening Of Market After 
Suspension. 


Berlin, Sept. 5 (AP)—-The German 
securities market, which has been 
closed since 
July ll, 
reopened 
Thursday and ran headlong into a 
maelstrom of selling orders which 
beat prices down approximately 25 
per cent and brought a shrinkage of 
imestimated millions of 
marks in 
stock values. 
So great was the avalanche of 
sales orders and so scanty the pur­ 
chasers that 
the governing com­ 
mittee of the exchange stepped in 
and declared sales offers would be 
allowed on the basis of IO per cent 
of individual offerings. 
Because of this and of the policy 
of semi-secrecy 
surrounding 
the 
day’s operations the actual sales 
could only be guessed at, twit it was 
known that even on the IO per cent 
restriction basis 
they were extra­ 
ordinarily high. Weakness in Berlin 
was reflected on other exchanges 
throughout Germany. Commodities 
felt the pressure less than securities. 
The flood of selling came, brokers 
said, for domestic accounts and the 
amount sold for 
foreign accounts 
was virtually negligible. 
Brokers 
pointed out that many persons were 
selling securities to realize cash 
despite the facilities opened by gov­ 
ernment agencies for granting col­ 
lateral loans.

— Maryland is 
pulling down road signs in a big 
way, in an effort to make the 
scenery more attractive for motor­ 
ists.

taxes billboards and other signs 
in proportion to their size and near­ 
ness to the roadside, and in two 
days, state roads commission re­ 
moved 15,250 signs. 
Inspectors will patrol the high­ 
ways, removing unlicensed signs as 
they are spotted, it was announced 
by Harry D. William Jr., chief en­ 
gineer. 
The women's garden clubs and 
other organizations which sponsor­ 
ed the anti-billboard legislation plan 
tours to combat unattractive signs 
and to prevent placing signboards on 
trees. 
The law provides that no adver­ 
tising signs shall be placed within 
500 feet of the highways 
without 
permission of the commission. 
Companies erecting 
legal signs 
are taxed from $50 to $200 and in 
addition must pay one-half cent per 
square foot of advertising space, 
with a minimum of $1 a sign. 
Williar said 23 major companies 
obtained permits the first month, 
20 others indicated they would dis­ 
continue operations because of the 
charges, 
and 
individual 
permits 
were issued to 4,100 persons.

state realized approximately $5,000 
in revenue.

ter take a little drink,’ and handed 
me a bottle.
